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On March 22, 1988, Radio Page, Inc. ("Radio Page"), Aircall,
Inc. (“Aircall"), and Page Phone, Inc. ("Page Phone"), filed a
joint application wherein approval was sought for a proposed
consolidation, described by the application as a "corporate
restructuring to streamline and simplify its (Pacific Telesis
Group] operations.”

Each of the joint applicants is a subsidlary of the Pacific

Telesis Group. The applicants are jointly managed and share
resources, yet are gseparate legal entities.

The joint application and accompanying exhibits D and E
demonstrate that after the proposed consolidation, the assets of
the joint applicants will continue to be indirectly owned by
Pactel Personal Communications, a wholly owned subsidiary of the
Pacific Telesis Group. The proposed consolidation reflects

corporate restructuring. After consolidation, the Kentucky

utility business of the applicants will be conducted under the

name Pactel Paging of Kentucky ("Pactel").




The Commission hereby finds that the proposed reorganization
is in the public interest and should be approved. The
reorganization will not impair the financial, managerial, and
technical abilities of Pactel.

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that the application be and it hereby
is approved.

IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that, after the proposed consolidation,
Pactel give notice to the Commission, and file a tariff reflecting

the name of the operating utility, pursuant to 807 KAR 5:011,
